REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination the 
following: 

a packet arrival time detector, coupled to the receiver, configured to correlate the 
demodulated received signal with a stored preamble and to output a packet arrival time at a 
symbol period boundary of the received signal. 
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For these reasons claims 2 and 3 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, 
and claims 4-12 are allowable by dependency. 

Also, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination the 
following: 

detecting a maximum of the correlated output during a window of period W, and 
comparing an index of the maximum with the output of a modulo-L counter to produce a packet 
arrival time at a symbol period boundary of the received signal. 

For these reasons claims 13,15, 21 and 22 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art 
of record, and claims 14 and 16-20, are allowable by dependency.
